MEMORANDUM FOR: USIB Intelligence Agencies 


SUBJECT; Defense Intelligence Projections for Planning 


1. . Defense Intelligence Projections for Planning (DIPP-71) 
Soviet Military Forces through 1980, will be the successor to 
NIPP-70. ‘The Director of Central Intelligence and the Deputy 
Secretary of Defense have egreed that these projections for 
plamning ere properly departmental, not national intelligence, 
and that responsibilities for production should be, and are, 


transrerred trom CIA to DIA. 


2, DIA expects to produce a Defense Intelligence Projec- 
tions for Siuniue-on the USSR in FY 1970 that will be a direct 
lineal descendant of the NIPP series. It will be in the same 

- format, follow generally the same organization; appear on the 
game time schedule, and be produced somewhat in the same 


manner. 


3. The DIPP will be a DIA document, produced by DIAAP-Y, 
but it will be produced with the participation of CIA and NSA 


and of the intelligence components of the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
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State, and AEC. USIB committees -- GMAIC, SIC, and JAEIC -- 
will furnish contributions on weapon system characteristics 
and capabilities, as they did for the NIPP. DIPP working 
groups will be set up (in lieu of Ad Hoc NIPP working groups ) 
to make projections of forcea over the next 10 years. These 
working groups will be chaired by members of the DIPP tack 
force in DIAAP-Y, but will invite the participation of all 


interested intelligence agencies. 


4. The DIPP, as produced by DIAAP-Y, will represent the 
DIA view as incorporated in the relevant NIEs. Alternative 
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cases in which they cannot te accommodated in the DIPP text 
or tables. The DIA view will be approved by the Director, DIA, 
upon recommendation of the Military Intelligence Board and 
after review by representatives of CIA, NSA, and the intel- 


ligence components of State and AEC. 


5. DIPP+70, Soviet Military Forces through 1980, will 


consist of eight sections, as follows:

(Reflecting NIE 11-8-70 and having 3 sections on

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6. For FY 1970, at least, the DIPP will follow the same 
ground rules with regard to levels of confidence as did the 
NIPP. ‘That is, projections will encompass the area of the 
"probable" (75 percent or greater probability) with high and 
low limite; show 50-50 possibilities by a O-lNumber projections ; 
and discuss in the text, but not give projections for, 


possibilities in the 25 percent likelihood range. 


7 While the details of the DIPP and its production 
procedures have not yet been entirely worked out and agreed 
to, the necessity of producing Section I in September requires 
that work bogin limediately. For Unie ccupou. Terus of 
Reference for Section I, Intercontinental Attack Forces, and 
fection II, Strategic Defense Forces, will be sent out 
shortly, even though some changes in the production procedures 


will probably still be made. 
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
